BRYAN'S STATEMENT. 

He Talks About " the Contest Between 
Plutocracy and Democracy." 

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. S.— Mr. Bryan to-' 
night gave out the following statement 
concerning the election;

London, Nov. 9.— "Li Hung Chang 
telegraphs," says the Shanghai corre- 
spondent of the Daily Express, "that ho 
despairs of a settlement and that it is 
useless to expect the Chinese court to 
consent to the execution of Yu Helen or 
Tung Fu Hsiang. He declares that it 
is equally vain to attempt to induce the 
powers to moderate their demands, and 
that therefore the court is preparing for 
a lurther flight to the province of Sze 
Chuan, with an imperial army of 14,- 
000." 

Berlin, Nov. S. — The papers continue to 
print letters from German soldiers in 
China, showing terrible atrocities com- 
mitted by German troops. A letter 
printed to-day describes the capture of a 
certain village: "Bayonets were fixed, 
and our lieutenant was commanded to 
shoot down or bayonet everybody in 
sifcht. During the night many Chinese 
were killed, including a woman and 
child." 

St. Petersburg, Nov. S. — Learned men 
of the city are planning an expedition to 
examine the immense number of manu- 
scripts at Mukden discovered by Rus- 
fiaii troops, among them being ancient 
Greek and Roman documents, supposed 
to have been taken by the Mongolians 
on their retreat from the Occident. They 
are believed to be of great historical 
value. 

Washington, Nov. S.— Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambassador, said to-day, in 
regard to the reported annexation of ter- 
ritory in Tien Tsin by the Russian gov- 
ernment, that he felt very sure no such 
step had been taken. He touched upon 
the possibility of a Russian concession 
sunilar to the British aud French allot- 
ments having been made, but dismissed 
the report that Russia had summarily 
taken possession of the territory refer- 
red to as entirely improbable. 

London, Nov. 8. — Vice-Admiral Sir

PORTO RICO ELECTIONS. 

Indulge in Riots in Which One Man Is 
Killed. 

San Juan, Porte Rico, Nov. S.— The of- 
ficial returns of Tuesday's election are 
all at hand from the various parts of 
the island. They show, a.s was anticipat- 
ed and forecasted, the ejection by the 
Republicans of house delegates and of 
Senor Federico Degetnu a.s commissioner 
to congress. Only 151 federals went to 
the polls, the total Republican vote be- 
ing about 58,000. The onlv disturbance 
reported occurred last evening, when 
sumo 20 Republicans of San Juan, who 
were celebrating the victory, visited Rio 
Piodras, a federal town. They were met 
on the outskirts by the federals with the 
mayor and police. Shots were exchanged 
and one person was killed and two 
wounded.

Rumored Death of Dowafler 
Empress Not Confirmed 
Nor Believed. 



Tien Ttin, via Shanghai, Nov. 8. — Gen. 
Idnevitch, the commander of the Russian 
troops, has Officially notified the foreign 
consuls, through the Russian consul, 
that the land on the riverside opposite 
"the British and German settlements has 
teen annexed to Kussia by right of con- 
quest. Unless all foreign owners of 
property immediately deposit documents 
proving their ownership, no claims will 
be entertained. Much railroad property, 
as well as the east arsenal, are included 
in the territory annexed by Russia. The 
consuls will protest against the annex- 
ation, 

Pekin, Nov. 7, via Shanghai, Nov. 8.— 
The ministers- had another meeting 
yesterday, at which considerable progress 
was made. It is expected that they soon 
will be ready to meet the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries, i 

In the usual course they will appoint 
a committee to prepare the demands of 
the powers and their work will then be 
submitted for approval. It is likely that 
this will cause some delay, owing to the 
time occupied in telegraphing to the sev- 
eral governments. 

It is certain that the ministers' note 
■will contain the names of the officials 
. responsible for the trouble, including the 
princes, with a demand for their punish- 
ment, and further demands for adequate 
.atonement, and tho construction of a 
monument to Baron von Ketteler, the 
murdered German minister. In these 
• de mands all the ministers unite. 

The Chinese realize that it is necessary 
for the government to punish those re- 
sponsible for the outbreak. Li Hung 
Chang and Prince Ching again have tele- 
graphed to the throne, declaring that 
the powers will insist upon the infliction 
Of punishment, and that escape from tho 
•demand is impossible. 

Gen. Wilson nailed from Taku on 
Monday. He is due to arrive in San 
Francisco on December 7. 

Hour correspondent learns front Chi- 
nese sources that Li Hung Chang nek- 
«rd the Washington government to make 
Gen. Wilson a peace commissioner, be-

WIRELESS TELEGRAP1IY. 

Great Britain Taking the Question Up 
on a Large Scale. 

London, Nov. 9.— The Daily Mail this 
morning makes the following announce- 
ment: " The postal departmental com- 
mission which has been enquiring into 
the subject will shortly report, after 
some mouths of deliberation, in favor of 
the earliest possible addition of Mar- 
coni's system of wireless telegraphy by* 
the postal authorities. The commission 
is also arranging as to the terms for tho 
acquisition of the Marconi patents, and 
negotiations with Prance and Germany 
regarding their attitude towards Mar- 
coni's inventions.

It. M. S. Empress of Japan and the N. 
P. liner Duke of Fife, which had to re- 
turn from their voyages eastward, the 
former by damages received in collision 
and the other because of having spru".J 
a leak, expect to start again for the Ori- 
ent to-morrow. The repair work on both 
vessels is expected to be completed in 
time to allow of their departing to-mor- 
row nig;ht. 

On the Empress the broken plates are 
being cut and patched, and the bent 
metal straightened out by the two large 
gangs from the Albion Iron Works, who 
are working night and day. The chaos is 
being straightened out into something 
like order. To allow of the workmen 
getting down tu the plates bent below the 
water line, the liner was given a big list 
yesterday, and lay over at quite an angle 
all day. 

The bark Abbey rainier, which bent 
and jumbled up the plates, bulwarks and 
bridge, a ml otherwise damaged the liner, 
has arrived safely. She was towed into 
Seattle yesterday morning by the tug 
Pioneer. The Victorian, on her arrival 
yesterday afternoon, and the Queen Ade- 
laide, which arrived later, eu route to 
China, reported having passed her on the 
Sound, bound in. She had a tarpaulin 
over her stem and had her bowsprit and 
some of her fore gear damaged, hut not 
as seriously as might have been expect- 
ed. On her arrival it was found that she 
had her bow stove in and one compart- 
ment full of water. She reported one 
man missing, and this man, as has been 
told, is safe on board the Empress. From 
the tact that the stem of the bark shown 
the most damage low down, it seems that 
she must have first struck the Empress 
with her fore font, a big dent in the 
liner's plates just below water line tend- 
ing to confirm this. It seems that she 
was bounding us ami down, and on 
striking with her fore foot, fell over on 
to the Empress and crashed into the 
side of the steamer. I low her jihboom 
dented the mast and her bow split ami 
bent the liner's platen and otherwise 
damaged her has been told. 

That there was no panic on the Em- 
press, as said by some passengers, is 
demonstrated by the stories told of tho 
coolness of the Empress 1 ' oillcers. One 
of the engineers was asleep in his berth 
when the collision occurred. He was 
awakened, and when he opened his eyes, 
asked, "What's the matter'.'" 

"Collision," replied the boy who awak- 
ened him. 

"What with?" asked the engineer, ris- 
ing on his elbow in his bunk. 

"Sailing ship," replied the boy, getting 
ready to run above. 

"Hold on!" said the engineer; "are w 
.sinking V" 

"Don't think so," said the hoy. 
"Well," said the engineer, and he roll- 
ed over into his berth, "come down and 
call me if we are." 

Another otllcer when awakened was 
not so nonchalant about getting up. He 
jumped up and, without dressing, put 
his overcoat on over his pajamas and 
lushed on deck. He hurried up to the 
promenade deck, where the boats were 
hanging, and in one of them he found 
the seaman from the bark. He grasped 
tiie sailor, and the hitter began ex pi a a. 
n lions. "She was all broke away for- 
mal," he said in a Scandinavian dialect, 
"and I t'ink it better for yunip, so I 
yump." He is waiting now until the 
company lias figured up the local rate 
from 120 miles out from port back to 
Victoria. i 
It is understood that claims will be 
made by the steamer and ship owners on 
either side for damages, and the causes 
which led to the collision are likely to 
be threshed, out, not only in an equiry, ' 
but before tin- Admiralty courts. The 
loss in actual damages, loss of time, ex-' 
peuses on account of tin- accident and 
other incidental damages will be very' 
high. 

The Empress has on board a large and 
important mail for China, containing, it' 
is said, many otlieial despatches. She 
litis in her freight, loo. a large consign- 
ment of great coats lor the troops in 
China, In order to lose no more time 
than possible, she will be pushed, it is I 
said on the steamer, when she starts on I 
her voyage, and a record trip can lie 
looked for. The steamer has already the 
record for having made the fastest' voy- 
age between this port and Yokohama. 1 
The steamer Duke of Fife is expected' 
to sail about the same time as the Em- 1 
press. The leak which resulted in her 
having to come back to port was found 
yesterday morniug. It seems that the 
packing around a port had started. The; 
cargo which had been ashon — there was 
about 750 tons on the wharf — is being re- 
loaded, and then the vessel will proceed 
to Ladysniith to till her bunkers with 
coal and proceed on her voyage. 

When the leak was first discovered she 
was making two inches of water unl 
hour, and the crew kept the vessel com- 
paratively free with the pumps. The 
weather was very heavy and there was 
a big sea. hut it was thought that the 
water could easily be kept down in her, 
and the vessel continued towards the 
Far East. Next day four inches of wat- 
er were round in the hold, and then there 
was nothing else for It but to run buck. 

The damaged cargo, most of which 
was (lour, has been re-loaded, as well as 
the cargo which was tint on. -lied by the 
water, ond will be sold for the benefit of 
all concerned at Hongkong. where a 
much higher price can be obtained for 
Hour than on this side. 

Preceding the two unfortunate liners, 
by one day at least, the N.. 1'. steamer 
Queen Adelaide, which came in yesterday 
afternoon from Tuconin, will sail for 
Chiuii and Japan to-day. She has a large 
cargo. From here she will carry a large 
shipment of salt salmon, packed by Jap- 
anese on the Eraser river, for the market 
among their own countrymen in the land 
of the Mikado. Two thousand cases 
were loaded on the steamer, amounting to 
about 450 tons of fish. The consignments 
of salt salmon seem to be growing yearly. 
It is only three years since the first con- 
signment -was made, and that year only 
40 tonn was shipped. A shipment of ma- 
chinery for the Far East is to arrive to- 
day, too, from the C. P. R. for the steam- 
er. 

With the arrival of tho Queen Adelaide 
it wtis indeed a royal gathering at tho 
outer wharf, what with her Quoonship, 
His Dukeship and the Empress of Japan,

ACCIDENT SS. ST. PAUL. 

Havoc Caused in the Engine Room of 
the Liner as a Result of Being 
Struck by Big Sea. 

The American liner St. Paul, which 
arrived at New York from Liverpool ou 
Sunday last, had her starboard propelloi 
gone and her engine room so badly 
wrecked that it will take live months' 
work and from $150,000 to $300,000 to 
repair it. JThis is the result of a remark- 
able accident, which is explained by one 

'of her engineers as follows: "The ship 
was struck by an unusually big sea, 
throwing the stern out of the water, and 
the propeller, having no resistance, made 
l'rlghtfuliy rapid revolutions, which 

I caused the starboard engine to race and 
the starboard tahshuft broke in two, and 
with the wheel, fell into the water. The 
amount of damage done is not surprising 
when you take into consideration the sud- 
den liberation of a lU.UOO-horiiepower en- 
gine. 

"Four of the six cylinders are com- 
pletely wrecked, two piston-rods are bent,

A GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

If ever u political leader and a political 
party had a great opportunity at their 
hands, Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the Lib- 
erals have to-day. Their success at the 
elections was greater thau they could 
have anticipated. They could hardly 
have looked lor so great a majority or 
for the defeat of no many prominent 
Conservatives. If there in anything 
which they waut to do during the life- 
time of the present parliament, which is 
not utterly uujustiliable, they will be able 
to do it, for, except in such a ease, the 
Senate would hardly impose its veto upon 
the policy of u government returned with 
so great a majority. They have the field 
almost to themselves. For the first time 
in the history of Canada a Liberal min- 
istry has appealed to the people alter a 
parliamentary term and been successful. 

Will Sir Wilfrid and his colleagues 
arise to the occasion? Ou the answer to 
this question very much depends. An 
Ottawa correspondent of one of the New 
York papers «aid that the success of the 
Liberals would mean the inauguration of 
great undertakings in the line of trans- 
portation, and he instanced railway con- 
struction iu the West and the further im- 
provement of the canals as a part of 
what the government has in mind. It is 
not improbable that the Intercolonial rail- 
way will be extended to Georgian Bay, 
and that government steamers will be 
put on the Great Lakes to connect with 
Mackenzie & Mann's railways at the 
head of Lake Superior, and that these 
lines will be pushed through to the Coast 
as soon as possible. It is also probable 
that an effort will lie made to secure the 
greater part of the grain-carrying trade 
of Uie continent for Canadian channels. 
If these things are done, the Dominion 
will witness a period of continued prns- 
perity. If Sir Wilfrid Laurier will turn 
his attention to the development of the 
West, he will find a sphere of work 
which is equal to his statesmanship and 
attractive enough to merit his highest 
a mhition. 

If this great opportunity is rightly em- 
ployed, if the vast patronage which it 
will involve in honorably administered, a 
new era will dawn for Canada, a better 
feeling will pervade political circles, wo 
will have an end of party and personal 
bickerings, and appeals will be made to 
tlie electorate upon principles. There will 
always be two parties in the state. There 
always was, and while human nature re- 
mains unchanged, there always will be; 
but it Ls not too much to hope that the 
people of Canada may lie able to rise 
above partizaunhip and take their stand 
on the high level of patriotism. 

A feature of the election is the fact 
that English-speaking Canada lias divid- 
ed almost equally, and that the minis- 
terial majority is made up from Quebec. 
It will give Sir Wilfrid much concern ami 
tpoub'e to so carry on affairs as to pre- 
vent the possibility "f racial strife be- 
ing engendered. The Colonial has al- 
ways deprecated attacks upou tli" French 
in Canada, believing them to be good 
citizens. In this respect it was in strik- 
ing contrast to many of the Conservative 
papers, which for some time past, and 
especially during the closing days of the 
campaign, fanned racial feeling into a 
blaze. Let there be an end of this sort | 
of thing. One of the most urgent obli- 
gations of the ministry is to put an end 
to it, and in this they ought to be second- 
ed by the Conservatives.

Mr. Higgins is under the impression 
that the proviso in the by-law, requiring 
compensation to those who might sus- 
tain damage in consequence of the 
construction of the lino through the 
city, was inserted because of his letter 
on the subject. If Mr. Higgins will 
turn to the copy of the by-law as origin- 
ally settled between the City Solicitor 
and Mr. Bodwell, ami printed in the 
Colonist a week ago last Sunday, be will 
find the following section: 

"0. The company shall be liable for 
all damages and consequences arising 
through the act, neglect or default of 
the company, occurring in the course of 
the construction or during the operation 
of the works herein contemplated." 

Mr. Higgins draws attention to the 
horrible spectacle of the city running a 
bankrupt ferry. He ought to have 
examined the Municipal Act, where he 
would have seen that the city cannot 
operate a ferry, bankrupt or otherwise, 
between Vancouver Island and the 
Mainland. 

Mr. Higgins also takes exception In 
the fact that the Colonist does not in- 
sist that the names of the promoters 
shall be disclosed! They have been 
disclosed. If what lib means is— .mil 
we have uo doubt it is— that Mr. Bod- 
well has not disclosed the names of the 
people whose money is going into the 
work, he is correct; but it 1s not neces- 
sary to tell so old a parliamentarian as 
-Mr. Higgins that it is by no means cus- 
tomary to go further in securing powers 
than lias been dune in this case. Mr. 
Higgins has, doubtless, himself been 
party to the chartering of companies, the 
ostensible promoters of which c.iiiid not 
carry out their object. Ho knows that 
iii Great Britain incorporations are fre- 
quently taken out in the names of 
clerks.

Victorians have been told time and 
again that the reason why the 
Empresses do not come to the Oufter 
Wharf is that there is not water enough. 
Yet when the disabled Empress requires 
a place at which to discharge her cargo, 
she found no difficulty in getting to the 
wharf. After this, we will surely hear 
no more about the unsuitability of Vic- 
toria for a terminal point for the steam- 
ships of the Empress line. The people 
of Victoria will have to assert them- 
selves on subjects of this nature. They 
are entirely too complacent. If the 
('. I'. Ii. does not wish to bring its 
steamers here, let it be said in so many 
words; but surely it is bail enough nut 
to have them make a lauding here, 
without having a reason alleged that will 
not: stand investigation. The fact that 
the disabled Empress could safely come 
here demonstrates, if demonstration 
was necessary, that the only reason why 
Victoria is not the terminus of a trans- 
pacific line is that it is without connec- 
tion with tlie transcontinental railway 
systems.

THE EMPRESS ACCIDENT. 

Eight of the Passengers Deny That 
» There Was a Panic. 

Fight passengers of the Empress of 
Japan signed the following letter: 

" Nov. S, 1900. 
"To the Agent of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, Victoria, II. (J. : 

" Referring to the statement in yes- 
terday morning's local newspaper that a 
panic occurred during the collision on 
Tuesday morning, we, the undersigned 
passengers, seeing that this report may 
be copied into other newspapers and so 
relied injuriously „n the discipline 
maintained on board the R. M. S. 
Empress of Japan, hasten to place on 
record the fact that this statement is not 
only absolutely without foundation, but 
exactly contrary to fact. The occur- 
rence was characterized by the greatest 
calmness on the part of all. The orders 
issued by the commander to meet pos- 
sible contingencies were promptly and 
quietly carried out by the ollicers aud 
crew, and in a few minutes after the 
occurrence the crews were standing by 
the boats, prepared to lower nway 
should occasion render it necessary. 
Meanwhile the commander, having as- 
certained that the ship was in no dan- 
ger, the passengers returned to their 
cabins. 

" We gladly take this opportunity of 
assuring the owners thai the com- ) 
innnder, aud the ollicers and crew tinder 
bis orders, showed all the qualities, ex- 
pected of seamen in an emergency of 
this nature; and we further desire to 
express our sympathy with them in this 
unfortunate occurrence.

"The bttst man at a funeral," I ob- 
served pessimistically, the wind being 13.

'Bast Post of Tattoo' on the 
lonely beach. And then, for the first time 
1 realized that it wasn't, for me that the 
silent boat's crew were waitin'. 

"The gate in the wall had swung open, 
and from the deep shadows o' the gar- 
den a little party in fours marched down 
to the beach to the boat. A few paces 
in rear came another and smaller par- 
tv, and from the rollin' lurch of the 
li'rst and the erect 'cads of the second I 
knew them for bluejackets an' marines 
respectively. It was the only difference 
between them, though, for— what was 
the most extr-ordin-ry— every blessed 
man was dressed in an 'hospital gown. 

"I was in the act of countin* them— 
twenty-three they were, all told— when I 
percieved the girl comin' back over the 
shingle. I naturally expected to see her 
stop, for the men were right across her 
path, the first party at the water's edge, 
i be second still marchin' down the beach.

"The defaulter's book fidl with a crash 
from tic color-sergeant's 'atnU to the 
deck, the major jumped as if he'd been 
shot, and the skipper looked like a man 
that sees a ghost. 

"Everyone in fact within hearin seem- 
ed to 'ave had an electric shock. 

" 'You are quite sure you don't mean 
the Koyal George, my lad?' says fb« 
skipper" kindly, when he'd recovered him- 
self; and then he give orders, as I've nl- 
redv told you, that I was to he taken to 
: he" sick bay and kept under observation 
o' the doctor. I began to think that I 
really was mad.

"It was my turn to 'ave electric shocks 
now. 

" •Then there's three an' twenty empty 
cawfins in that garden,' I says, more to 
myself than to Mm. 'By-t he-bye. color- 
sergeant, now I come to think of it. I 
nisremember seeing the flagship when 
we come into the roads this inornin'. 
Where's she gone to?' 

" 'It's 'igh time, my lad,' returns the 
color-sergeant, solemnlike, 'that you was 
took lo the sick bay. The flagship was 
sent to the bottom in seventy-live fathom 
it water by the Rarnherdown on Thurs- 
day afternoon, six bh tin' hours before 

you saw her in Marmnrice Bay!'" 

.Mr. Paget thoughtfully knocked the 
ashes from his pipe against the church- 
yard wall. 

" It's my belief," be concluded, impres- 
sively, "that she returned to Mnrmarice 
to complete her commission before set- 
tlin' down to her last long commission 
under the shallow o' Mount Lebanon."
